jJews.. He did not, however, stop. to consider how far the attacks 
were reasonable, or, indeed, were honest and genuine, or again, to what 
extent the usury practised by Jews was made the excuse for the attacks 
upon-them. .

of usury is what is known as the hard and unconscionable bargain, 


a bargain so hard and so uncenscionable that the Law Courts will 
not allow it to stand, but will redress or cancel it. Now there might have 


been some justification for-tne Committee to recommend that, as the Board 


did not wish to be associated with persons who, by reason of offences in 


connection with their trading, were unable to obtain their discharge when they | 
became bankrupt, or by reason of their malefactions had had to suffer hard 


labour. or penal servitude, they also did not wish to be associated with 
those who, in the course of their businesses, were convicted of bargaining 
which was hard and unconscionable, and hence had been guilty of 
acting against the safety and well-being of society. But if the 
Committee had made such a recommendation, they would: have been 
singularly inconsistent in limiting their- objection to those who were 
found bargaining in a harsh and _ unconscionable 
regard to money. Why is it. worse fora man to sell another a hundred 
sovereigus, and in doing so, by discovering the man’s necessities, succeed in 


-. driving a hard bargain that is unconscionable, than it would beif a man sold 
another a loaf of bread and drove an equally hard and unconscionable -

NOTHER question, however, arises: when is a bannile hard and 
unconscionable? To be sure it must be so regarded, when Law

INVITATION FROM MENORAH -ASSOCIATION. 
THE SABBATH. PROBLEM. 

An invitation to attend the Ouinquennial. Meeting of the Menorah. Associa- | 
tion of New York, which took place in December, was tendered to Mr. Israel 
Zangwill and was supported by upwards of fifty letters from representative 
American Jews of all classes and sections. Mr. Zangwill was unable to accede 
to the invitation, but sent the following message to be read at the Conference :— 


Ihave already conveyed to you the many reasons which make it so sadly 
impossible for me to accept the overwhelmingly gracious invitation extended to 
me by yourself and so many other leaders of American Jewry. It is indeeda 
loss for me to miss so stimulating and agreeable a gathering as the (vin- 
quennial Menorah Convention. . Coming as it does at a turning-point in Jewish 
history, as well as in world-history, your meeting may well be epochal too, if 
the friction and flash of thought atrike out aclear line of light for American 
Israel, | | 

But the notion ‘that Iam at all necessary to the Menorah is, when I con- 
sider the native lights that shine therein, a flattering unction I cannot lay to my 

: soul, There is no thinking done in Anglo-Jewry that can at.all compare with 
some of the contributions to°’your magazine; nor have we any Zionisis of the 
intellectual calibre of, say,.Elisha M, Friedinan, whose “ Study in Survival ” is 
as profound ‘as my disagreemert with the conception at its root. Here. in 
England we are, a3 you doubtless know, up, against Zionism ina tangible and 

plunged into a fever of controversy over the 
historic offer of England to help the: establishment of a Jewish national home 
in Palestine.: That is a policy I have been urging upon; my country for two 
years (see my book, “ The War for the World”), and there can be ‘no surprise, 
therefore, that the Jewish Territorial Organisation, of w hich I have the honour: 
to be President, has agreed to co-operate with the Zionist movement, provided _ 2 
the settlement be made upon an insbaisohons basis according to our programme. 
Small colonisation in Palestine may have its appeal—but not to the ITO. To 

quote myself, ““Mount Zion in labour must not Evecee a mouse—it must be a 
lion, the lion of Judah.” 

But the political aspects of the controversy hacdly admit di scussion.. They 
lie in a-nutshell, ‘and the simple formula of my organisation ‘defining the 
territory to be procured.as only for those unable or unwilling to remain in 
the lands in. which they at ‘present live” has been to all intents and purposes - 
adopted by the Balfour formula: indeed no other is practicable. The political 
status’of the Palestine Jews and of the Jews of the Diaspora must be absolutely 
distinct. The really interesting point of. the present controversy is the old 
‘quarrel between those who claim that Israel connotes a people, and those who | 
claim that Israel connotes a mission, to be conveyed through a religion, I have 

never been able ‘to see why mission and people should be alternative or anti- 
thetical, since you cannot have a mission without: incarnate missioners, and 


being a people does,not exclude a mission. 


It is true that extreme Zionists like Mr.¢Friedman lain that the mission 
of the Jews is merely to exist. like all other seoples, while extreme anti-Zionists 
claim that to exist like all other peoples would impair the mission, since dispersal 

pives the necessary opportunities among the nations: But the brutal logic of 
facts crashing into this academic controversy demonstrates that as there cannot 
be for centuries a territory capable of receiving anything but the minority of the 
race, the anti-Zionis!s, for whom dispersion is indispensable, will have enough 
of it and to spare, while’‘on the other hand Zionists; for whom a territory is 
indispensable to ‘Israel's survival, will be condemning the bu’k of their people 
to absorption. W hen Mr. F riedria, while relentlessly facing this possibility, 
denounces the mission-idea of old anti-Zionistic Reform as ‘‘an unrequested and 

“impudent ministration by a holier-than-thou Church,” he curiously overlooks 
that the world, as conclusively demonstrated by the war, has never even reached 
the simple standards of the Mosaic Code, and that Christendom in particular is 
a whited sepulchre. Every’ Reformer: is naturally “unrequested” and an 
impudent assertor of a wiser-tbhan- thou man, and a people may be as self- chosen | 
as.a single spiritual teacher. 

The trouble with the Jewish: Missioners is not that they are arrogant Bil 
that they do not function. Had they been as devoted to their mission as the 
Zionists to their territorial concept, the war for Jewry—and perhaps for the 
world— might have gone differently. But in practice the Jewish Mission has 
never appeared except as a stick to beat the Zionists with. If Judaism is to be 
a universal religion it must be universalised and denationalised, and race-Jews, 
like the early Christians and the pioneer Mohammedans, must be lost in the 
multitude of their converts, white, black, and yellow. This universalism, how- 

ever, is not incapable of arising through a territorial. Judaism, which, if it gave 
markedly valuable results, would inspire the heathen to go and do. likewise, 
Likewise, not identically; that is, to infuse analogous ideas and practices into 
their respective national religions, Here: lies one solution of the controversy, 
Mission v. Territory. | 
But the notion of Zionists less radical than Mr. Friedman that Palestine 
could be a religious centre for all Jewry and supply a norm for the Diaspora i is 
‘based on a false analogy with Rome. Catholicism nowhere runs against the _ 
stream of general life as Judaism does by its Saturday-Sabbath, and a Palestine 
Jewry which could not help keeping it would be useless as a model 
for Jewries where it was almost impossible to keep it. Orthodoxy and 
its Rabbis having shirked this problem, having failed to ‘adapt | 
Judaism” continously to “life as “the great Rabbis of old did, having 
allowed the cornerstone of orthodox Judaism to crumble, are responsible for 
the ruin of their religion among the gross masses, while the failure to reconcile 
it with certain results of modern science and thought, on which humanity will 
never go back, bas equally alienated the intellectual classes. I do not wonder 
at what you tell me of the American situation. Here among the richer classes 
—apart from Mr. Montefiore’s mild movement—Judaism but for Zionism and 
racial affinity, is preserved only by a Christian prejudice and a Jewish super- 
stition—by anti-Semitism and by the Day of Atonement.

| Often, especially on a voyage, one does not know what 
day of the week it is: indeed, there is sometimes no precise day to know. I 
‘can imagine no religious change so imperceptible. Once a single Shabbos was 
-slipped over into Sunday, once Lechah Dodi was sung on Saturday night and 
Kiddusli said over the Challos, the change would not again be ‘noticed. And: 
orthodoxy would be established solidly for centuries. 

‘I make this explanation agaifst my own intellectual interests, for I:do not 
want orthodoxy set up as immovably as the Vatican. . perhaps, I havea. 
‘subconscious hope that [Orthodoxy will again: be stupid. enough to turn down 
the suggestion and continue obstinately on. its road to ruin.

The current explanation is 
to this effect. It is said that the famous Rabbi Akiba had many thousands 
of pupils who died during this period. But the plague by which they were 
attacked stopped on the 33rd day of the Omer, which was henceforward 
observed as a scholars’ feast, and a day on which Jewish 
may be  solemnised. But historical. enquiry , suggests 
explanation. Abstention marriages at this time of year is

courages the celebration of marriages during the month of May. The 
idea that May marriages are unlucky is of ancient origin. 
eighteen hundred years ago Ovid mentions the Roman objections to 
such marriages, and he explains it by the occurrence in that month of 
the funeral rites held in honour of the shades of the dead.. The ancients 
‘believed that the souls of the departed wandered over the earth and dis- 
turbed the peace of its inhabitants. Festivals instituted by Romulus were 
held in their honour in the month of May, mostly by way of appeasing 
them, and no Roman maiden would risk her happiness by being married 
in a month associated with fanereal . rites and ceremonies. This 
the origin of the European custom.

The Zionist Conimiss on has-arrived in Palestina. This event. was anxiously 
boakadl forward to by the members’of ail the Jewish Colonies and Communities in 
the occupied territory. For som: weeks past one heatd everywhere, when 

visiting these little centres, the two questions: “When is the Jewish Regiment 
coming?” and When will the Commission arrive?” Never.before have the Jews 
of Palestine so needed that sort of cohesion that can only be given by undisputed. i 
leadership. They have before them two enormous tasks: one, the reconstruction 
of what existed on the eve of the war ; and two, the preparatory steps for further 
and larger colonisation after the war is overand ‘Palestineisicee. Outsiders can 
hardly realise what an amount and variety of problem$ these tasks imply, especially 
the second, which embraces aimost all branches of statecraft, from land survey to 


The little Palestinian Jewry cannot supply all the forces necessary for this vast 


Conscious of this | 
duty they have tried to organise themselves more thoroughly and solidly than - 


ever before. This in iiself is no easy task. Of all the divisions present in modern 
Jewish life in Europe and America, two only are unknown in Palestine; the first 
is that between Zionists and non-Zionists, and the second that. between pro- 
Ententists and pro-Central Empires. On these two points all are agreed here ; 
they realise the organic interdependence between themselves and the Zionist 
Commission, and are unanimous in their decision to accept loyally and wnre- 


It is interesting to note in pass ing ‘that sev eral Tewiak: colonies. and also. sie, 
Jaffa Community adopted by large majorities votes for women in their Iccal 
government. As some doubters abroad seem or pretend to appreliend reactionary 
narrowness in future Jewis! policy in Palestine, this may. be taken as an ind ca- 
tion of the real spirit prevailing among coloni:ts, 

Most of the work of reconciliation of diverse interests had been accomp! ished 
before the arrival of the Commission. The Jewish Communities..of.jerusalem™ 
and Jaffa elected new administrative Councils on an unusually broad basis, and 
the agricultural colonies held a special congress at Rishon to nominate a joint 
Committee. All these bodies and their constituents were waiting. Their anxiety 
and sadness were unconsciously shown at the impressive reception given to the 
Zionist Commission at Tel Aviv, the modern Jewish quarter of Jaffaand the only. 
place in Palestine which can be said to offer European accommodation to the 
stranger, which has been selected as the headquarters of the Commission. All 
the joy and excitement of the day could not make one overlook the terrible effect 
of the policy of depopulatian which had been pursued. 

I will sketch the characteristics of the components of the Zionist Commisson 
later, when it is completed by the arrivalof the members from other countries. 
For the present it is sufficient to state that it has in Dr. Weizmann a leader of 
exceptional abilities, competence, and personal magnetism. His. remarkable 
personality and the importance of his mission met with full recognition by the 
British authorities both in Egypt and Feane. He spenta day at Headquaziers 
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as General Allenby’s guest, and expressed himself as being highly satisfied with

~The Authorised Version reads for 283 the Redeemer, while the Singer Transla- 


tion has a redeemer. According to the Hebrew text of Isaiah, the latter render- 


ing 1s, of course, the correct one; and the Kevised Version (1884 C.E.) actually 


agrees in every word and syllable with the Singer translation. Critics of the 
Rev. S. Singer ought also to know that the revised version has been adopted by him 
throughout as a basis in the translation of Biblical passages, and whenever any 


_ change does occur there is very good reason for it. 


In view of all this, levity of Mr. Vandyck in boldly that 
“ according to the rules of grammar none of the translations is correct,” is, to 
say the least, rather irritating. Let him remember the words of the Sage: “ Be 
cautious in study, for an error in study may amount to presumptuous sin! ”

- S1r,—When, some three months ago, I delivered a lecture at the Cardiff 
Jewish Institute on ‘ The Clergy,” I little thought that it would arouse any interest 


though some of the facts I have mentioned were bitter enough to arouse even the 
dead.

StrR,—In your issue of February 8th you were good enough to print a letter» 


of mine on the above subject. 


In advocating the desirability ofall salaries to provincial Ministers, Shochetim 
and Teachers being paid from some central authority, I. had in mind no new 
Organisation. I think that the existing Provincial Ministers’ Fund would prove 
an ideal body to deal with this matter- It will only be an extension of the activi 
ties it is already engaged in: in fact, there will be an avoidance of overlapping in 
the apportionment and disbursement of the salaries appropriate to every 
individual case. At the same time its investments and ordinary income 
must be protected, and congregations seeking ministers, etc., must be in

any grant in aid as it now does, after investigation of the circumstances:

JEW SOLDIERS IN EGYPT. 
MR, MAURICE GATTEGNO, BENEFACTOR, 


[BY CAPT. ELI COPLANs, R.A.M.C.] 


CAIRO. 
While passing through Cairo on my way up country I took the opportunity 


of calling upon Mr. Maurice Gattegno, who, by reason cf his numerous benefac- 


tions, not only to the poor Jews of Cairo, but also to the Jewish soldiers in the dis- 
trict, is an outstanding figure in the Community, It happened that when I called 
Mr. Gattegno was entertaining a party of Jewish soldiers of al! ranks, Here was no 


- gtilted entertainment, no torturing of poor Tommy, with leigthy concerts or. stiff 


tea parties. The boys had plenty to eat and drink’-and the run of the 


house and gardens, and from the way they romped I should ‘say they enjoyed 


themselves thoroughly. I- was interested to find all corps represented, 


from Flying Corps to Sappers, and from start to finish there was an animated 
- buzz of conversation as they compared their experiences on the different fronts. 


I feel. I could not pay too high a iribute to that remarkable man, Mr. 
He is.a veritable “Little Father of the Poor” here.. His ante-zoom is 
always crowded with applicants for help and he is never tired of giving. 

I accompanied him into the Jewish quarter of the ‘city: you turn froma 
sunlit street into an alley and find yourself in a maze of tortuotis narrow ways, 
On each side‘are mysterious

and here and there. we .were ‘stopped while an: agitated, poverty-stricken 
Hebrew explained his. troubles to the receptive.

‘THE JUDEANS. 
THE. BATTALIONS aN. ALEXANDRIA, 

After a sunny and uneventful voyage, more resembling a peacetime pleasure trip 
than an expedition, at once military, political and historical, the Judean Regi- 
ment arrived at Alexandria. Many of the men had their homes in this most 
cosmopolitan of Levantine cities, but the regulations ‘of the Staff necessarily 
prohibited them from leaving tbe boat. One can appreciate sympathetically the 
sleepless nights of tension and excitement spent by not a few of them in hammocks 
on board the motionless ship separated by a walk of only a few minutes from 
sut their reward was to come. F or in the morning 
a detachment of over four hundred men paraded the city. 

Along the quays wé marched over the bridge, and then into the R ue des 
Sceurs, where the Commanding Officer took the salute ; and as we marched through 
this street right into the Jewish quarter the atmosphere became changed. More 


vivid, more highly charged, more Jewish. 


Brothers, sisters, mothers, fathers, and ali manner of relations springing out 
of the thickly-lined streets flung affectionate arms around their long-lost kinsmen. 
From the windows and the pavement reverberated loud hurrahs. Boy Scouts

They are all thrilled with the thought that 
they are preparing to fight on Palestine soil, and this thought has gripped the 
minds of some twelve or fourteen Jewish “fighting men” 
with no higher motive in view at the time than the chance fora good scrap. 
These men have undergone that wonderful transformation: They have become 
exulted and are the most eager members of the Hebrew class. 
The legion boasts of a physician, a Dr. Garry, who enlisted at Chelsea, Mass., 

and who refused an officer’s commission in the regular army, preferring to go 


through all the trials and hardships of a private soldier in return for the privilege — 


of fighting under the blue and white banner of Juda#a.. The proudest member of 
the legion is Mathias Cooper, whose hair is whitened with the passing of over 
fifty winters, and who surrendered his gun and shield as sheriff of a small town in 
Connecticut in order to enlist in the Jewish battalion,

A Soldier’s First Impress'on of Palestine. 


Corporal L. Nathan (son of Mr. and Mrs. Ben Nathan), in the course ofa 


letter writes :— 


At such a time as this, when the eyes of all Jews are eagerly scanning ‘the news 


from Palestine; the impressions of a Jewish soldier, who has been a small cog in the . 
machinery which has so successfully turned the Zionist movement from an ideal to an 


actuality, may not be amiss. 


lam one of the many thousands of Jewish young men who, in times of peace, have: 


from. week to week, half-read and* half-understood the. columns. in the JrEwisH 
CHRONICLE on the question of Zionise, and it #s with mixed feelings-of p'easure and 
astonishment that I find myself to-day not only-eager for every new ‘development, but 
personally rejoicing at all that these developments may mean, 
The route of my travels-has taken me from Rafa to Jerusalem 
‘to which I am attached has been in the thick of the fighting during the. advance. from 
Gaza, I need hardly say. that my enthusiasm is not born of any enjoyable times or leisure 


hours, teing on a continuous forced march for some weeks with scant rations, the worst 


possible weather, and inadequate clothing. And yet I feel that it. is something more 
than the beauty of the scenery in which I find myself that has so suddenly caused me to 
search the papers for news of the Zionist Movement. 


My first impressions of Palestine were indeed disappointing, since Rafa, where we’ 


made our first stay, is little more than desert, but as we progressed North the country 
gradually became more green and inviting, with first the. olive groves to add to ils 
beauty, and later the orange and almond orchards, waving their intricate branches in 
the breeze, bespeak the luscious fruitthat will supplant the generous blossom of the 
trees. And then, here and there, little Jewish Colonies have sprung into existence, 
surrounded maybe with giant cacti: hedges, and the cattle grazing. peacefully near by. 
Even the fields now trampled down with soldiers’ feet and red with the: blood of the 
fighters for liberty, will. yield in days: to: come the go!den grain of prosperity and 
happiness for the children of the future. 
From time to time we have halted at numerous Jewish colonies, and I enjoyed many 
On one‘occasion, when passirg 
through an Arab town. of some size, and where I was told there were only three Jéwish 


families living, I called at one of their cottages to purchase a loaf of the very excellent. 


brown bread which they were selling to the troops, and on enquiring if there was any 
service held in the tewn on Shabbos I was informed that I was then standing in the 
Shool (a small bed-sitting room !), and unlocking a cupBoard in the corner, the little girl 
who waited on me exhibited, with much pride, the Sepher Toral: inside.

It is very ancient and has been 
found on old monuments in the East. It probably had 


some astronomical significance, and it is used by the 


Freémasons as well as by ourselves, but I think the 
double triangle, does symbolise something important, 
and I will try and fell you what it conv eys to me, 


TRIANGLE NO. 


As you know, the Magen David consists of two inter- 
laced triangles one with the apex. pointing upwards and 
the other with the apex pointing downwards, The first 
appears to me to symbolise the practical and material 
side of life. .We are given our life to live and we must 


establish ourselves firmly on a broad base, but even so,’ 
the tendency of our life must point heavenwards. \We are 


not meant to cut ourselves off from the world or only 
be connected with. it at one point, but must make the 


fullest use of the beautiful world that God has given us.
